buds, whereb» Wing Arthur grew eenamoured upon her, and {nd foz 
a time lenceleis though the e:rrcam palſion he took in beholding her 
beauty: But at laſt recovering his (ences, he (pake ta her in this 
manner: 

Oh moſt Divine Angelica, thou excellent Ornament of Ne nt thy 
Lovely face painted u- ih a Crimſon dye, Roti ol check: ww paiting 
Sno tor whiteneſs, thy Decent neck like pureit SUSE hach like a 
Fowlers net intangled my yielding heart whereby it is for ever more 
impriſoned in thy breaſt: Oh that the golden treſſe s of thy « aigty hair 
which ſh ine like the Rubies, glittering in the Sun, ad never twinkled 
before 7 rav iſht eyes, then had my hart enjoy his woned liberty, 
and my fancy been free from Lovers ain imagination. Thug, aud in 
ſuch like manner, complained the King nl YLalLcit, lxking in all 
meanes poſſible to erclude Loves fre from hig bun. But the tno2e 
he ſtrove to abandon it the moꝛe it intrea led, and rling no policy 
might prevail, but that this burmng tozment muſt of tozce be 
queached ith her Teieſtial love, he de cended ttow bis Thambor. 
and went bo!dly into the Sarden were takeing Angelica by the 
hand, as the Lit upon a ned of Miolets, whtch as then grew under the 
Arbo2, in this mann began to Tourt her:

thy heart be ſo obdurate, thatthe tears of my true love may nothing 
molifie, yet take pitty on thy Country, that through thy cruelty the 
loſe not her wonted glory, and be made unhappy, by the loſs of her 
Soveraign : thou ſeeſt, my divine Angelica, how I that have made 
Princes ſtoop and Kings to humble when I frown'd,do now ſubmiſſive- 
ly yield my high honour to tl.y feet, either tobe made happy by thy 
Love, or unhappy by thy hate; that in time to come children may 
either bleſs or curſe thee : Of theſe two conlider which thou wilt per- 
form, either with cruelty to kill me, or with clemency to preſerve me. 

This uncryced requeſt of the King, ſo amazed fair Angelica that 
her cheeks were ſtained with b.uſhing ſhame, and like a baſhful Mai⸗ 
den, foz a time ſtod ſilent, not knowing in what manner to anlwer 
him, conſidering he was the King of England, and ſhe but Daughter 
to an Earl: but at laſt when fear and tame had a while trove togc- 
ther in her heart, ſhe replied inthis loꝛt.

before I will yield the conqueſt of my Virginity to the ſpoil of ſuc! 
unchaſt delires, I will fuffer more torments then mans heart can ima- 
gine.(theretore moſt mighty Soverain) ceaſe your unreverend ſu it, for 
I will not loſe that matchleſs Jewel, for all the treaſure the large O- 
cean contains: And in ſpeaking rheſe wo:ds ſhe departed thence, and 
left the lovc⸗ſick King in the Arbour, complaining ro the cmpty Air, 
where after he had numbꝛed many detggminations together, this he 
purpoſed never to ceale his ſuit, till he Had gained what bis loul to 
much defiered : fo: continually at the break of day, would he alwarg 
ſend to her Chamber window, the (weeteſt mulick that could be de⸗ 
viſed thinking tlereby to obtain her Love : Many times would be 
lolicite her with rich gilts , and large pꝛomiles, rather befitting an 


Empreſs then the Daughter ok an Earl, pꝛolkering ſuch kindneſs. 
tha; 
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that if ſhe had a heart of Iron, vet could ſhe not chuſe lutt relent and 
requite his courteſtes: fo2 what is it that time will not accomplith, 
ha ving the hand ol a Bing let thereunts, 

Twelve weary days King Arthur ſpent in wwing of Angelica, 
beloze he could obtain his Hearts happineſs, and his Doulscontenc : 
at the end of which time ſbe was pliant to his wil. But now their | 
ſec ret meaning requiered a policy to keep their privy Loves both fꝛom | 
Ring Arthurs Queen, and from old Androgius, angelicas Father; 
and that their ſecret joys might long time continue without miſtruſt 
ol any party whafloever ; this device they contrive that Angelica

the Pid-wife with-dzew her ſelf ſome little diſtance from that place 
and hid her ſelfcloſely behind a well grown Dak, diligently marking 


what ſhould betide the comfoztleſs Infant : But long ſhe had not 


there remained, but there flocked ſucha number of little Birds about 
the young harmleffe Babe, and made ſuch a chirping melody, that it 
fell into a ſilent lumber, and flept as ſweetly as though it had been 
laid in a bcd of ſofreſt Silk, By this time, the golden Sun began to

CHAT 
Of the manner of Tom a Lincolns bringing up, and how he firſt 
came to be called the Red-Reſe Knight, with other things that 
h. apacd to him. 


Reat was the wealth that old Antonio gathered together by 
means of the Trealure he found about the Jnfants attire, 
wlereby he became the richeſt in all that Country, and purchaled 
Lands and Livings, that his ſuppoſed Son was deemed a fit Watch 
fo: a Knights Daughter: yct foꝛ all this, his bzinging up was but 
mean, and in a lomely lot: fo: afier te had paſſed ten — ok his 
Age he was ſet to keep Antonio's Shep, and ts fo How Vugbandzy, 
whereby he g:ew ſtrong and hardp, yet notwit,ſtanding was of 
honeſt and vertuous Conditions, well Featured, Waltant, Active, 
Quick and Nimble, Sharp⸗witted, and ok a ripe Judgment; he wag 
baliant, and of an invincible Courage, ſo that ir (ſeemed le was 
vowed to Mars and Martial Exploits: Fo2 though he obſcurely li⸗ 
ved in a Counery Cottage, yet had he a Huperioꝛ mind, aiming at 
State and Majeſty, bearing in his beaſt the Pꝛincely thoughts of 
his Father. Fo! on a time keeping Cattel in the Field a nong other 
young men of his age and condition, he was choſen by them fo? their 
A oꝛd, 02 Knight, and they to attend on him like dutiful Servants ; 
and although this their Election was but in play, vet he whoſe ſpirits 
were raviſhed with great and high matters, firit p:ocured them to 
{wear ro him Lopalty in all things, and to obey him as a King, where 
oz when it ſhould legale him in any matter to command them, to 


wich

which they all moſt willingly condelcended. Thus after they had 
ſolemnly taken their Daths, he perſwaded them ts leave tlat baſe 
and ſervile kind of life, ſeking to ſerve in War, and to follow him 
being tleir General: the which thiough perſwaſion they did, and ſg 
leaving their Cattel to their Fathers and Maſters, they afſembled all 
together, to the full number of a hundꝛed at the leaſt ; unto whom He 
ga! © Red Roles to be won fd2 colours in their Hats, and commandey 
them ever after heiſhould be calledthe Red Roſe Knight, So depart- 
ed he with his followers unto{Barnſdale Heath, where they pitched up 
Tents and lived a long time upon the Robberies and Spoyls of Pal⸗ 
ſengers, inſomuch that the whole Country was {moleſted by them. 

This diloꝛderet life ſo Highly diſpleaſed the Parents of theſe un⸗ 
ruly Outlaws that many of them dyed with Gzief ; but eſpeciafly of 
all other, old Antonio to it in ill part, conſidering how dearly he lo⸗ 
ved him, and how-tenderly he had bzought himup from his Infancy : 
therefo:e he purpoſed to pzactiſe a means to tali himfrom that uncivil 
kind ok life, if it might poſſible be bzought to paſs: ſo in his old days 
undertzking this task, he travelled towards Barnſdale Heath, into 
which being no ſoner entred, but ſdme of the ruder ſo2t of theſe Dut- 
laws ſeized upon the old man, and without any further Miolence, 
bꝛought him befs2e their Lo2d and Captian ; who at tue firſt fight 
knew him to be his Father (as he thought) and therefo:e uſed him 
moſt kindly, giving him the beft entertainment that he could de vile: 
where, alter they had ſome [mall time conferred together, the god 
old man bꝛake out ints theſe ſpeches. 

Oh thou degenerate (quoth he) from Natures kind; Is this thy duty 
to thy Fathers age, thus diſobediently to live, wounding thy natural 
Country with unla - ful ſpoy les? Is this the comfort of mine age? is 
this thy love unto thy Parents, whoſe tender care hath been ever to 
advance thy eſtate? Canſt thou behold theſe Milk- white Hairs ef mine 
ro berent and torn, which I have violently martyred inthy ablence ? 
Canſt thou indure to ſee my dimn eyes, almoſt ſighileſs though age, 
to drop down Tears at thy diſobedient feet? Oh ! wherefore haſt thou 
infringed the Laws of Nature, thus cruelly to kill thy Fathers beart 
with grief and to end his days by thy vicious life? Return, retum 
dear Child, baniſh from thy breaſt theſe baſe actions; that I may ſay 


have a rirtuous Son; and be not like the viperous brood, that _ 
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the un;tmely death of their Parents. And ſptaking theſe woꝛds, gꝛiet 
ſo texte ded the bounds of Reaſon, that he Ned Cllent, and beg-nning 
again to ſpeak, tears trickled from hiseyes in ſuch abundance, that 
they taped the paſſage of his ſpœech, the which being perceived by tbe 
Red. roſe Knight, he humbly fell upon his knes, and in this ſozt ſpake 
unts god Antonio, 

My dear and 1everend Father, if my offence do ſeem odious in your 


eyes, that Ideſerve no forgiveneſs, then here behold now your poor 


inglorious Son laying his breaſt open, ready to receive death's re- 
moi ſleſs ſti oke from your aged hands, as a due puniſhment for this my 
diſobedient crime: but to be reclaimed from this honourable kind of 
liſe (1 count it honourable, becauſe it taſteth of man- hood) firſt ſhall 
the Sun bring day from out of the Weſtern Heavens, and the ſilver 
Moon lodge her brightneſs in the Eaſtern Waves, and all things elſe 
againſt both kind and nature turn their wonted courle. yy 

Well then (quoth Antonio) if thy Re ſolution be ſuch, that neither 
my bitter Tears, nor my fair Intreaties may prevail to withdraw thy 
vain folly , then know (thou moſt ungracious Impe) that tbou art no 
Son cf mine, but ſprung from the Bowels of ſome untamed Tyger, or 
wild Lionels, elſe wouldeſt thou humbly ſubmit ihy ſelf to my reverent 
perſwalions: from whence thou cameſt I know not, but ſure thy breaſt 
tHarboors the Tyranny of ſome Monſtrous Tyrant; from whoſeLoyns 
thou art naturally deſcended. Thou art no fruit of my body, for I 
tound thee (in thy Infancy) lying in the fields, caſt out as a Prey for 
Tavening Fowles, ready to be devoured by hunger itarved Dogs: but 
ſuch was my picty towards thee, that I cook thee up, and ever ſince 
bave foftred thee as mine own Child: but now ſuch is thy unbridled 
ſolly, that my kind courteſie is requited with. extream ingtatitude, 
which fin, above all others, the immortal powers of Heaven do con- 
dema, and the very Devils themſelves do hate : therefore like a Ser- 
pent, henceforth will I ſpitat thee, and never ceaſe to mate inceſſant 
Prayers to the juſtiful Heavens, to revenge this thy monſt: ous 
diſobedience. | 

Thele words being ended, he gave ſuch an ertream ſigh, th2t hig 
bery heart bzoke with gꝛief, and he immediately died in the p:eſence 
of che Red-rofe Knig u: Fa: w. oſe drach he made moze- fo;rowful 
lumegtation, then N:ove did foe her (even Song. Lit in m e 
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the R ed. R oſe Knight. 


ef old Antonio's kind lobe, that pꝛelerv'd his Ink ancy from the Fury 
of the ravenous Fowls, he intombed him moſt Kately in the City of 
Li-.coin, whoſe body he ſent thither by certain Paſſengers whom he 
Had taken, and withal, a thouſand pounds in treaſures, to be be- 
ſtowen upon a great Bell to be rung at his Funeral, which Bell he 
cauſed to be ted Tom a Lincoln, after his own Name, wicre to 
this day it remaineth in the lame City: theſe Paſſengers (being as 
then rich Merchants of London, ) having received the dead body cf 
old Antonio, and withal the treaſure, went with all ſped unto Li-- 
coln, and perfo:med every thing as the Red-roſe knight had ap- 
oinccd.. 

l The death of this god old man not only cauſed a general ſo:row 
though the City, but ſtrok ſuch an extream giief to old Antonio's 
wife, that (hz. within few days yielded her life to the remo!ſclcſs 
ſtroke of the frowning Deftnies, and was buried in the ſame Gave 
where her Hug band was intombed ; whoſe deaths we will now leave 
to be mourned by their deareſt friends, and likewiſe fo! bꝛevitieg ſake 
paſs ober many Stratagems which were accompliſhed by the Red- 
Role Knighi and his followers upon Barnſdale Heath, and return to 
King Arthur and his Knights, flouriſhing inthe Engliſh Court.

adv-nt:rous Exploits he hath heard ſo many times repozted:; and 
w. t hal, he gave them general pardon, ſealed with his p:ivy Stal ts! 
bim end all his law led followers. | Teis 
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This Commitlion being received by the thite woꝛthy Knights, 
tie V th all lped armed themnſelves in rich Coꝛſelets, and ſtrong 
1,ab;iimcats of Mar, and ſo rode towards Barsſcale Hea: tis where 
being no lamer come, and delivered ticir Meſlage krom the King, but 
the Aed ole Knight gave them an honeuràble welcome, and loꝛ the 
d:y; moſt Roraſip fcaſttd them under large Canvas Tents, wherein 
t ey llept as ſecurely, as il they had ben in King Arthurs Court, oz 
in a ſtrong Taſtle of Mar. 

Akter this Tom a Lincoln ſelected out an hund: ed of his reſolute 
Followers, ſuch as hit liked of, andtame with Sir Lancelot, and the 
ret of the Engliſh Court, where King Artur not only gave him a 
fricnd'y Entertainment, but alſo inſtalled him one ofthe kniglts ol 
the Round Tal le: and withal, pzoclaimed a folemn Turnament, 
that (ould be holden in the honour of this new made Unigit: to 
which Turnament, aembled from other Countries manp Pꝛinces, 
Barons, and Knigl.ts of high honour, wiich behaved tl. cmielves moſt 
nobly, and won great commendations of every beholder : but eſpe- 
cially the Red-roſe Kiight, who for that dap (tad as Champion a- 
gainſt all tommers: in that Turnament, oz firfk dais died of his 
Bnight⸗hod, where only byhis valour and pzoweſs he overthzew thꝛæ 
Kings, and thirty o:her Knights, where by he obtained ſuch grace in 
the Engliſh Court, that he had by the Ring a pair of golden Spurs 
put upon his kæt, and was accountedone of the bꝛaveſt nights that 
lib. d in the whole world. 

Vit now mark how frowning foztune ended their Triumphs 
with unlucky news: ſoꝛ the ſameday befoze the Un gits unbuckled 
tic Acmours, there arrived a Deflenger, who certified King Arthur 
hoc his Emballadoz was unjuſtly put to death in the Portugale 
Court, fo2 whole death King Archur grew ſo inraged, tiat he ſwo:e 
by the lonour ok his bright Renown, and by the golden Spur of true 
Knight-hed, the Portugales ſhould repent that inhumane violence, 
with the death of many tl duſand guilt lcſsſouls ; and that Babes un⸗ 
boꝛn ſhould have cauſc to curſe the firſt contriverofthat unjuſt mur⸗ 
der: therefore with all led he muſtred upa mighty Army of Soul- 
diers, and appointed the Red roſe Knight as chief General over the 
Zrmpmuſred fo! Po.tuga'cs In which ſervice he actompliſped ſo 


ma2v famous erploitg, that he was fo2 ever after Sir-named, The 
Bo z't 
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Boaſt of England. Fon he ſo tirtumſpectly o. dered his Caziains, ther 
in his Camp was ne ver any bꝛawle or Mut iny, He was very courte⸗ 
ous and liberal, doing honour to all men accoꝛding to their deſerts, 
And (to be bꝛieſ) his Camp relembled one of the greateſt Eil ies in the 
w22ld, foꝛ all kind of Officers were there found in Oꝛder: and alſo a 
great num her of Perchants to furniſh it with all manner of nc- 
ceſſaries. He in no caſc permitted any Robberics, pirate Fighting, 
foꝛte, o violence: hut w'th ſeverity puniſhed thoſe that were therein 
kound gutity. Vis deſire was, that his Souldiers ſhould glo:y in no⸗ 
ti ing ſo much as in Martial P owelle, vert ue, and wisdom. Pe cvcr- 
moꝛe gave them ti eir pay without eit ger fraud o2 deceit, by vw. ich 
means his kame and honour gew {9 renowned, that his Army daily 
increaſed moꝛe and more: Fo: when he ſirſt arrived upon te confincs 
of Po incal, his Ca:np grew to be as great as ever wis Ceſus, when 
he conqueredthe Meſtera wozld. Sofoztunate were his p ocedings 
that he made a great part of the Pꝛovintes of Portugal deſolate, as 
the Po. tugal L ing had gathered together a marvellous number of 
Souldierg, bothj old, and or much erperience, by reaſon of the conti- 
nuꝛl Wars that they had with tle Turkiſh Kation, adjoyning near 
unt:. them But wien the Po tug] King had ſet lis Army in a 
readincſs, and ſo marched foward to met the Red-roſe Knight, and 
his warkke folloirecs, which et that time had pitched his Camp in a 
large Champion plai':, adjo;nignerinto the City of Lisbourr, 
where :5 both theſe Armies met: and ſetting them in oꝛder (as it be⸗ 
tame god Captains) there they began in the bꝛeak of the day, the 
moſt cruel and terribleſt that eder was heard of, oz fought in that age. 
In great danger continued this fight, till the Sun began to ſet, 
with marvellous flaughter on both fides, yet remained the vico'y 
daubtful, declining acither to the Portugals, no! 1et to the Englih, 
but at laſt, thou-rh long, tte Portugals began to fai t and flie, mo e 
indeed oppꝛeſt wit; the mult tude, then fo; any kear thepreceived in the 
Battel : fo2 the mot part of them dyed mantull» in theffeld, lome ta- 
ken Puſoners, and the reſt fled fo2 their better ſafety ; but. now the 
Portugal Ring porte ving lis Souldiers begin to flie, with courage 
he ſought to wit yd aw them from flight, refifed in perſon valiantly 
the furious rage of the enemy; but in that ente pile he gained ſich 
and ſo many knocks, thet at lathe was unhazſed, and ko. want o: 
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reſcue, was loꝛ ted to yield himſelf ag Pꝛiſoner: whereat the whole 
Army of the Portugals were viſcomfited, and the vicop fell to the 
Caglth men: the which being obtained, the Red-roſe Knight with 
his Army entred into the City ok Lisborn, where the common Soul⸗ 
diers were inriched with wealthy ſpoils, and the Kings Palace ran: 
ſacked by the Red roſe Knight: where he tok ſuch Pziſoners as him 
beſt liked, and cht reſt (like an Honourable Bouldier) he ſet af liberty, 
commanding that no violence ſtould be pꝛockered any way, 
Alter this, letting his Army ina readioeſs, he marched towards 
England, where alter ſome few days travel he arrived with all his 
Yoſt intle Weſfern part of Devonſhire, and marching towards 
London, where againſt his coming the Citizens withthe Jnhabitants 
of other Uillages near adjoyning, were that dap ſeen in their moſt 
ſumptuous and rich attire ; every one of them endeavouring to place 
hinlelk in ſome Gallery 02 Window, that the better, and with moze 
eaſe they might betold the triumphant return ol the Red-roſe Knight. 
All the Churches in London were on every ſide let open, hanged 
round about with moſt coſtly furniture, the ſtreets were allo moſt 
goꝛgeoullp leſet with gꝛeen boug hs, and ſtrowed with perfumes ok no 
ſmall value: and ſoꝛ the infinite multitude of people that were ſeen in 
the Tity, there were appointed a hundꝛed Mhifflers moſt rict ly at⸗ 
tired, to keep the ſtreets plain and open, wi ereby the triumphs might 
ha ve. the eaſier pallage. : 

The firſt day hardly ſufficed in god oꝛder fo bzing in the Banners, 
Standards, and Enſignes of the Tonquero!, the golden Images, and 

Cables oc p2ice which were all b;oughtinon Carts very curiouſly 
painted and trimus d. 

On the ſecond d came in the Armour ok the conquered King, as 
alſo of all the other Portugal Lords. After theſe, entred tl zee thou⸗ 
land men in eder bearing nothing but money or enly to be leen, and 
that in zuge.Platiccs, and TieNels ol Silver, of which were th:ce 
hondꝛed andfiity in munber, and four ofour men allofted fo every 
Cicgel : thr other bought in moſt artfacial Tapetfry iro:ks. beartified 
wirh Gold and Silver. And thus was the lecord dars trimirph ended 
an moſt pum; ous tolemintty, 

pon tie third day an infinite number ok Flufes, Diums, and 
Triymoefs, witt otfcr ke Bartial and Wiartike inffriments, lonnd⸗ 
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ing, not alter a molt pleaſant and wert manner, but in moſt terrible 
ſozt as it was poſſible to be done, even in ſuch oꝛder as they do when 
they pꝛelently joyn Battcl. And aſter them came and hundꝛed and 
twenty Kine, all wlite, having their Hoꝛns curioullp guilded with 
gold, their bodies covered with vails, (which they accounted moſt ſa⸗ 
cred and holy) bearing alſs Garlands of flowers upon their heads, 
d2iven by certain young Gentlemen, no leſs well⸗favoured then goz⸗ 
geoully attired. Alter theſe followed the Coach of the conquered King 

of Portugal, with his own Armour laid thercon, openly to be ſœn of 
all men; hig Crown and Kopal Scepter was laid in lemly oꝛder 
upon his Armour. After his Coach came all the multitude and train 
of Pziſoners on Fot, and after tlem followed a great Trop of his 
ſcrvants and officers, as Maſters of His Fouſhould, Secretcries, 
Uthers, Controllers, Chamberlains, wich other Gentlemen of 
Court, all in a moſt ſoꝛrowful manner, ſecing tl emſelves bꝛought in⸗ 

to luch extremity and ſer vitude, that they moved to tompaſſ on all 

ſuch as beheld them. Ol the Kings Childzen, there were (wo Dors. 

and one Sirl, c* age lo young and tender, that they had ſmall under⸗ 

ſtanding of their mis koꝛtune and miſery. 

After thele, followed one which carried certain pzecious ones, tlat 
had been pꝛeſenttd to the Res- roſe Knight, from ſome ant it nt Cities 
in Portugal, who immediately followed in perſon triumphantlv in his 
Ivozy Chariot, apparelled in Ueſtures of Pur ple Tiſſue, Having a 
Lawꝛel bough in his hand, and a Crown ol the fame upon his head: 
alter him kolowed his own Souldiers, both Fot-men and Boꝛſe-men 
all march ing in moſt decent oꝛder, armed with rich Furniture, hold⸗ 
ing alſo each of them a Lawꝛel⸗bough in his hand, their Endſigns and 
Banners Souldier-like, being diſplaped, ſounding Partial melodp, 
in honour of their trimnphant Captain, with many other like Pie⸗ 
ſidents moſt royal and magnificent. 

This in this gallant oꝛder marched they unto tte Rings Chappcl, 
where in the pzeſence of the King and his Lo:dz, which came to bo⸗ 
nour and grace their Triumphs, they gave thanks to God fo! their 
ſucceſe ful diiaoꝛv; and after ſolemn ſervice was ended, tley de⸗ 
parted to Eing Arthur's Court, where t bery onepas well ſtrangers 
es others, were moſt Nopallp keaſted. 

Cle boriogal bung ling bis kind entertainment in the Englith 
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Court, were he was uſed mo2e like a frieny 1 en an £00199 hi 
(mall cite to retura hon?) but frol:c8ed many @ Vip nungen che 
Engl th Loꝛds: But fo gieat were dye tourteſies that the Noble Bing 
Arthur beſtowed upon the Portuga s, requited them i {really with ho⸗ 
nour, and not only ſent them home ranſomelels, but pꝛomed to lend 
them aid and ſuccour from England , ik octaſion required : fo bearing 
hein tomranv to the Sca-ſize. he mol f iendly committed them to 
the merck of the AU inds and WW ves Which were ſo fac ourable, that 
in chunt time they arrived fake in their own Tountry, where manp a 
da aftecthe? rememb!ed the honourable kindnels of the Engliſh 
men, and cauſed the Chꝛonicles of bortugai to recoꝛd the Renown of 


King Arthur and the Knights of the Round Table. 


CHAP. It 


How the Red-roſe Knight travelled trem the King of Euglund's 


Court, and how he Arrived in the Fairy-I. ind, where he was en- 


tertained by a Maiden Queen 3 and what hapncd to him in the 
ſame Country. 

Ov after the Portugals wert thus conquered, and ſent home 
with great honour, che Engliſh King and his Lo:ds, reſted 
f..cmſelves many a dap 1- the Bowers of peace, leaving their 

Armour ructing, and their punpered Steds ſtanding in their Sta- 
ble ;, forget ting their uſual manner of W:athful Mar: which idle 
caſe greatly diſcontented the magnammous Red- roſe Knight, who 
thonght it a ſtain to his paſled glory. anda ſcandal to his Puncely 
mind to entertain ſuch baſe thougits : and conſidering with himſelf 
how 1ga0:ant he was of tis Parents, and from whence he was de- 
ſcended he could not imagine, therefo:c he purpo:ed to begin a new 
enferp2iſe, and to travel up and down the world till he had either 
found his Father and Mother, oꝛ elle pielded his life to natures 
courſe in that pꝛetended Jourfley : ſo going to the King. full little 
thinking that he was lpꝛung from ſo noble a ffock, craving at his 
E&11ces hands to grant him liberty fo: to try His Kotglthod in Fo? 
reign Countries, whereas pet did never Engliſy man maße his ad⸗ 
venture, and ſo to cternize his Name to all palierity, rather then 

to ſpend his life in ſuch home bꝛed peacti'cs. 
To this his honourable reguet, the King (ty3ug) loath to Lozgo 
his 
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bis companp) he gave him leave, and furniſhed him a Ship at ligown 
p2oper coſt and charge, giving fie licence to all Knights whalloever, 
to bear hun comp iny; amongſt which number, Sir Lancelot du 
Lake was the chicteſt that pꝛoffered himſelt to that Tloyage, who 
pꝛołelled ſuch love to the Red-roſe Knight, that they plighed their 
Faiths like \wo2n Bzothers, and to live and dye together in all ex⸗ 
tremities. 

So ti;cſe two Engliſh Knights, with the number of a hundzed 
mo:r, all reſolute Gentlemen, rok leave of rhe Ning, and with all 
ſpxd went on Ship-tozrd ; wherein being no ſooner entred, but the 
Pilot hoiſed Sail, and diſanchoꝛed, and fo committed their lives and 
Fo: tunes to the pleaſure of Neptune's mercy, and the winds ſo vis- 
lently troubled the ſwelling Maves, that every minute they were in 
danger to end their lives in the bottom of the Seas. | 

Tlzx months the wind and the water ſtrove together ſoꝛ ſupꝛema⸗ 
cy, during which&ime they law no Land, but were dziven up and 
down to what place the ever-changed Deſlinics lifted, ſo at laſt they 
ſailcd beyond the Sun, direccd only by the light of the Stars, not 
knowing which way to travel towardgz and; but in ſuch extremity 
fo: want of Uicual, that they — Need to land at a certain Illand 
in the Weltern parts of the Wozld, inhabited only by women; 


where being no ſoner on Land, and giving God Almighty thanks fo 


deliver ing them from that moztal peril which they had now paſt, but 
the Red- role Knight caſting up his eyes towards the higher parts of 
the Country, eſpred moꝛe then two thouſand women coming fozth

Kig!t Noble Ladies, J have well underff@d your ſpeches, there- 
koze I deftre pou to ſhew ſuch favour unto wandꝛing Travellers, as 
to tell us what Country Foꝛtune hath.b:ought us to, and fo! what 
tauſe we are commanded by pou to return unts the Ses. 

Surely, Sir Knig..t, (anſwered one of the Damſels) this Country 
whercon you are arrived, it is not very big, but yet moſt fertile and 
commodious, and it is called by the name ot tie Fairy Land And 
now to ſte you the cauſe why you ae commanded to return, this it 
is, Not many years ago there reigned in this Countty a King which 
hai to name Larmos, for wiſdom and proweſs not his equal to be fo ind 
in any of theſe parts of the World: This King had ſuch continua 
War with theborJering Iſlanders, t!-at upon a time he was conſtrained 
to Mvſter for the fame War, all the men, both old and young which 
werefoun ſ in his Kingdom, whereby the whole Cauntry was left 
deſtitute of men, to the gieat diſcontentment of the Ladies and Dam- 
ſels tha: there inhabited; whereapon they fiading themſelves toge- 
ther, with the Daughter of Ki Larmot, which is called Celia, no leſs 
in beauty, then in vertue ard wiſdam : Theſe Ladies and Damſe's being 
gathered together, with a general conſent diſpaiched certa n Meſſen-

were in the Country: and after determined, waen their, Husbands, 
Fathers, and Friends returned, from War, that they ſhould the firſt 
right of their coming be ſlain ſleep ng in their beds, and that never af. 
ter they thoul | ſuſſer man to enter into their Country. After this con- 
clulion, they Crowned Celia the Kings Daughter for their Queen ; 
and ſo afterwards, when the King and his Army retu ned from the 
Wars, this bloody murder practiſe 1, and not a man left alive, but only 
the 
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the King reſerve, whom Celia «ould by no meat s agairft Nature 
marther .. but yet netwithftanding, ſhe delivered him imo the hangs 
of her chin feſt Ladies, which put him intoa Boat, and ſo ſent him to 
Sea to ſeek his Fortune: Therefore moſt Noble Kn'glit, this is the 
cavſc why you may nat enter into our Country, wiuckit you do, and 
not preſer.tly wi:hdraw yo r ſelves unto the Sea, the Ladies wil ſud- 
denly give you mari ellous Battel. 

Now b the e.er li- ing God, which Legi fh men adore, (ſatd the 
Noble Red- roſe knight) ſluch extremity have we ſuffered at Sea, i at 
viearc all like to per ii and dye wich hunger, unteſs we ſind ſome ſuc- 
cour at jour lands, and before we y ill end our lives with Famine, we 
will enter Battel withihale Ladies, and ſo dʒ e with hon ur in the field, 
yet this kinJnels we fo humbiy delife at your Lands ;101eurn ur to 
your Q een, aud extifie her of --ur poor eſtate, and neceſſity, and that 
we altogether inſtantiy delire her, that if there be a y ſpark of Vertue 
or Nobility, barboured in hr breaſt, iha ſhe will have pitty upon 
us, & ſuffer us not to end lives by ſuch an unhappy kind of drath. 

With this requeſt the two Ladies returned to the Queen, and rc- 
counted woꝛd to woꝛd the humble ſuit of the Red-1ofſe Knight, and 
what crtremitv they werein: which when the Queen underftod 
that they were Knights of England, f,e demanded what manner of 
people they were. and of what condition: Surely Padam (anlwered 
one of the two Dainſels) J never in all my life ſaw woe godly men, 
no2 better ſpoken, and it is to be ſuppoſed they be the choice cf all 
humane people, and Sith courteous demeanourg are alle tod aw tte 
mertilelg and ſavage Nation to affect them. 

The Quien hearing the Wamſels ſo highly commend the Ungliſh 
Kn'ghts, thinking alſo upon their requeſt, began (in mind) to have 
pitty upon thetr miſad enturcs, and ſo inſtantly ſent fo2 them, and 
gave tl;cin fre liberty to make their avode in her Country : fo 
com-ng beloꝛe the Qucen and her Tadies, they ſaluted each other 
molt courtcoufly, and with great reverence : bit when the vertuous 
Qucen beheld this noble company befo2e her, ſhe delivered to a hun⸗ 
dꝛed 07 ber Ladies, the hundꝛed Engliſh Knights, and reſerved the 
P2inccly ReJ- rote Knight nnto her ſelt; and ſo were they b:ought to 
the Queens Palace, were everp Lady fraſted her Knight in moſt 


gallant lot, and ts their hearts content. But now when the Queen 
had 
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had che Red roſe Knight in her Chamber, and had beheld the erceed: 
ing b:auty of the Roble Pzince, ſhe to biin by the hand and led him 
into one of her Chambers, where the wewed him her riches and trec.- 
ſure, and lpake unto him in this manner. ho 

Moſt Noble and Valiant Engliſh- mans theſe riches be all at thy 
commandment, and alſo m/ body, which here I cfter up as a gift 
and preſent to thy divine excellency : and furthermore, there is 
nothing of value which lam Miſtriſs 0j,but ſhall be at thy diipotirg 
to the intent that my love may be accept able to thy grac os eycs. 
But when che Red-rots Knight perccived to What intent the kpake 
thele woꝛds, in this manner anti wered her, ſaving ; 

Moſt dear Punce:s, and ſair Queen 2! this Walden Country, J 
give you right humble thanks fo! thele your courteſtes, æ by no means 
polſible may J delerve this high honour you have graced me with. 

Oh great Knight (xeplyed then the Wucen) the tmalliſt thought 
of your honourable mind, is ſufficient tggecompence the uttermoſt 
of my deſerts: yet let me requeſt this hing at your noble hands 
that never asked the like favour of any one before, for ſhe that never 
knew the leaſt motion of love, is now pricked with a hundred tor- 
ments ; and unleſs you quench the ardent affection wherewith my 
heart is fired with pleaſant hopes of ſome comfortabe ſmiles, I am 
like to dye deſperate, and then the world will acc uſe you of cruel- 
te, in murdering a conſtant Lady; but if it ſhall pleaſe you to 
graut me love, and io Elpoule me according to Hy mens holy Rites, 
here ſhall you rule ſole Kirg, aud be Lord of all this Country. 

Pp right d:ar Lady, (aniwered then the Red-roſe Knight) you 
have done tuch pleaſure to me, and my diſtrelled followers, in pꝛe⸗ 
ler bing us from Famine, as J ſhall never requite it, though J ſhould 
(pend all the reſt of my like in your ſervice. And know, there is no 
adventure o dangerous, yer at your tonnnand would J pꝛactiſe to ac- 
compliſh it: yer lo; to rye my elt in Wedlocks bonds, there is no 
woman in che woman in the world ſpall pꝛocure me: fo2 until J have 
finiſhed my adventure which in iy heart J have vowed, J will not 
link my affection to any Lady in the woꝛld. But think not (Wadam) 
that I refuſe your love thꝛough dis dain, oz J wear by the dignity 
King Arthur grac'd me with, I ſhouid think my lelk moſt koztunate 
ik J had (o fair and Noble a Lady as your divine ſclf, - 
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ved trom death by my mans. The ſecond is, that you ſhould in- 
h ihir in this Country, leſt it ſhould in a ſhort time be left as a deſert 
Wilderucſs; for it is inhabited only by women, without a King, 
and have no other Covernour but me, which am their chief Prin- 
ceſs, and tor ſo much as I have ſuccoured you, ſo ſuccour you this 
deſolate City, that ir may be repeopled with your Sced; and in ſo 
doing yon ſnall accompliſh a vertuous deed, and win to your names 
an eternal memory to all enſuing ages. 

F confeſs /quoth the Red-roſe Knight) that you and pour Ladics 
habe ſiccourtd me and mu followers in our great neceſſity ; and in 
retompence v ereof, we well imploy all eur endearours to the re⸗ 
pcopling again of this Tountry , but in regard ot the ſecret Low my 
beart hithmade. F will not pield my ſelk to your deſtres, koz if 7 
ſhould infringe my Tath, mine honour were greatly impaired ; and 
befoze J would comani! that diſhonourable fact, J would Liffer the 
gꝛeateſt toꝛment trat mans heart can imagine. | 

Incontinently, when tie {ove-Cick Buren heard this anſwer of the 
Englich Knight, and perceived that he was firm in his purpoſe, ſe 
tok leave of him, and deparced koꝛ that time: The Red: oſe Knight 
likewiſe withdꝛew himſelf into his Chamber, pondꝛing in his mind a 
thouſand imaginations, But ſhe fo? her part was ſo t roubled in mind 
and ſo wounded with rhe darts ok blind Cupid, that when the miſty 
darkneſs of the night had covered the earth, ſhe laid her down uf on 
her Bed, where b:twirt ſhame and her heart, began a terrible battel, 
her heart was encouraged, that ſhe ſhould go and [ye with him: but 
ſh mie hegan to bluch, and withſtod that perſwallon: but at laſt the 
heart was Conqueroꝛ, and ſhame vangtuſhed and put to fight, in ſuch 
ſo:t that the fair Queen aroſe from her bed, and went and laid her 
down fp her felted Knight, were he ſlept: and being in bed, ſhe 
began fearfullp tatremble, fo! ſhame fill tollowed her unlawful pꝛa⸗ 
atſes: were aſter her quivering heart began a little to be qualified, 
with her trembling hand the awaked him, and after ſpake in this 
manner: 


My molt dear and affectionate Friend: though like a careleſs 
wretch 
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wireteli I come unto thee apparelled with ſhame, yet let my true 
love colour this my infimous preſumption : for your Princely per- 
ſon and Kiryly demeanours, like Adamants have drawn my ſteeled 
heart to commit this ſhameful act; yet let not my fervent affection 
be requited with diſdain : and although you will not conſent to be 
my wedded Lord and Husbard, yet let me be thy love and ſecret 
friend, that a poor diſtrelled Queen may think her ſelf happy in 
an Engliſh- mans love. 

When the Noble Kntght heard the fair Celias voice, and felt her 
by his fide oll naked , he was ſo2cabaſhed , that he wilt not what to do

In this tragical tmagination remained the all that night, 
hammering in her Lead a thouſand ſcversl pꝛacti es, But rs ſ@ner 
was the dewy earth comfo:ted withthe hot beams of Apollo's fire but 
this thirſting Empeſſe aroſe front her dicadfuul bed penning her 
ſelf elo elv within her Chamber, like one that made no conſcience to 
kill: ſhe in all haſte fent fo! a Doctoꝛ of Phrſick, not to give Phyſick 
to reſts: e health, but Poyſon fo unti mely death; who being no ſoner

But now return we again to the raging Emperour, who ifted 
out the matter in ſuch loꝛt that he found the Empꝛels guilty of her 
Sons want, and the Doctoz to be the inftru:neat of Dulcippa's death: 
who being deſperate, like one that had utterly deteſted ths cruelty of 
the Empꝛels, would not alledge that he had but let the Lady in a 
Trance, but openly confeſſed that he had poyſoned ker, and fo! that 
Fact was willing to oller uy his like to ſatisſie the Law; therekoꝛe the 
angry Einperour (wears, that nothing thal! ſatisfle his Sons re⸗ 
vengement hut death; and thereupon commanded the Empꝛels to be 
put in P.iſon.andthe Doctoꝛ likewiſe to be locked ina ſtrong Tower: 
but ret becauſe ſhe was his lawful Wife, and a Princeſs bonn, he 
lomething thought to mitigate the Law, that if any one within a 
twel ve⸗month and a day, would come offer {ſelf ro combat m her 
caule againſt himſelf, which would be the Aphealant Champion, thc 
thould hav: life, if not, to be burnt to aſhes, in ſacrifice of his Sons 
death: all w! ich was perkoꝛmed as the Emperour had commanded. 

ut now all tis while the pea Prince lives alone within rhe 
Wods making his complaints to the flocks of Wheep, and * 
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their Wo! witk is 2ifrefſed tears. His bed whereon his body rect, 
wa: *:rnev into a Sun burnt bank, his Chair of State, covered 
with gzals ; hug Mulick che whiffiing winds ; the Rhetock, pictiful 
co:nplatiits and moans, wherewtth he bewailed his diftreed foꝛtunes 
and the bitter croſſes of his unhappy love. 

The ſolitary place wherein this Pznce remained, was not far 
diſtant from the Gzove where Dulcippa led her ſacred life: who by 
chance in the moꝛning at the Suns upꝛiling, attired in green Ueft- 
ments, bearing in her hand a Bow bended, and a Quiver of Arrows 
hanging at her back, with her hair tyed up in a Willow wꝛeath: In 
this manner coming to hunt a ſavage Hart, ſhe was ſurpzizrd by a 
blody Satyze, bent to Rape, who with a blody mind purſued her: 
and ceming to the ſame place where Valentine fed his mourning 
Lambs, he overtook her, Wiercat ſhe gave ſuch a terrible chꝛiek in the 
Wod, that ſhe Cirred up the Shepherds P:tncely mind to reſcuc her:

But now gentle Reader, here ſtay to read a while, and think upon 
the happy mert ing of theſe Loberg: toꝛ ſurely the imagination hereof 
will lead a golden wit into the Labpzinth of heavenly joys : but being 
bꝛeathleſs, in avoiding paſſed dangers, they could not ſpeak a wozd, 
but with tedfaft eyes, Kod gazing each other in the face: but coming 
again to their foꝛmer ſenſes, Valentine b)oke Glence with this waver⸗ 
ing Specch : 

V Vhat Heavenly Wight art thou quoth he, which with thy 
Beauty haſt inſpired — 

I am no Goddeſs, (replied ſhe again) but a Virgin vowed to keep 
Diana company, Dulcippe is my nume, a Lady ſometime in the 
Grecian Court, whillt happy Fortune ſmiled ; but being croſt in 
love, here do I vow to { pcndthe remnant of my days. 

And with that, he catching the word out of her mouth, laid: 

O ye immortal gods! and is my Daulcippa yet alive? I, I, alive! 
tee ſhe is; I ſee that ſweet celeſtial beauty in her face, which hath 
vaniſhed deep ſorrow from my heart. And with that killing her, he 
laid: ſec, ſee faireſt of all Fairs that nature ever made, I am thy . 
ent ine; that unhappy love, the Prince of Greece, the Emperors true 
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ſon, who for thy lovely ſake am thus diſguiſed, & for thy lovehavy: 
left inc gallars Courtfor this ſweet and tomely Countrey life. 

Alti that, the revk him about His manly neck, and b:cather many 
t biitec ig into his boſlom : and after with weeping tears diſcourced 
all er paſſto dang -es, ag well the truelty of the Empꝛels, as of the 
vertu. us d&d of the good Doccoz. And having both accounted their 
palle d Fortunes, they reſented to travel to the Grecian Court, to lee 
if the Deſtinies han £02540; med the State of the Emperour oꝛ his 
Keeimeir, E's vaſt Apollo's beams did parch tye tender twigs, 
theſe tr L057 > fats FH under che vranches 5 © ſhave Bech, re- 
counting! iu 6:7 Jovs ad pleaſures ; and itt i'r; cothchus upon a 
giaſen Banu, I ere tame by them ar! Aged old man, bfaring in his 
withered hand © Staff to ſlay his bentanbed body 3 whoſe kece when 
Pꝛince Valentine beheld, witha gentle voice [coke unto him in thie ſo t. 

Facher, God ſave you: How happeneth that you wear ied with 
Age, do travcl through the deſert Groves, befitting ſuch as can 
withſtand the checks of Fortunes fickleneſs? Come, fair old man, 
{it down by us, whoſe minds of late were mingled with grief, and 
croſt with worldly cares. 

This good old Permit hearing the courteous recueſt of the Pꝛinte, 
ſate down by them, and in lliting down, he (tumbled fo2th this ſpeech. 

I come, youngman, from yonder City,where the Emperour holds 
a verv heavy Court, and makes exceeding ſorrow for the want of 
his Eldeſt Son, & for a Lady which is likewiſe abſent: the Empreſs 
being found guilty of their wants, is kept cloſe Priſoner , and 1s 
condemned to be burnt, unleſs within a twelve month and a day, 
ſhe can get 2 Champion that will enter Battel in her cauſe : & with 
her a Doctor is adjudged to ſuffer death.

Cuis being ſaid, they leit the aged man, and lo travelled cowards 
the Grecian Court, and by the way theſe Lovers did conſult, that 
Prince Valentine attired like a Shepherd, (ould offcr himſelf to tom⸗ 
bat in his Mothers cauſe, and ſo to exp'els the kind love and nature 
winch was lodged in his Pꝛintely Bꝛeaſt: hut being no ſooner arri- 
led in the Court, and ſeeing his Father to take the Combat upon 
himſelf, pzeſentſy he knecled down, and like an obedient Bon dil⸗

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Countcy) they went up into the City; where they wers preſently 
pꝛelentedunto Prester John, Woo gave them a Royal entertainment, 
lcading then up into big Walsce: and having Intelligence that they 
were Engliſh men. and adventurous Travellers, he ſent four of His 
Knights is2 the reſt of tycir tompanp, defiring them in the Knights 
behalt to return to the Court, where they ſhould have a friendly wel⸗ 
come, and a Uniahtlv entertainment.

which many Knights reſoꝛted, as weh of forratgęn Torntrics, as his 
own Nation : but none p2ovco ſo tune 83 to accompliſh the 
wiſhed Conqueſt, but loll heic lives in the fac adventure : there⸗ 
foze I kur belicve, that if all the Gniokts i» the woꝛld were alſem⸗ 
bled together, yet were they all infufacicnt ro overcome this terrible 
Dꝛagon. 
Aich that the Real- roſe Knight with a le courage ſtood up, and 
zol eſled by tye lo ve he boze unto ha Countcies dung, he would per⸗ 
fozm the enterpule, oe loſe his lite in thc attempt: in ttis refolu- 
tion he remained all ſupper⸗time, which being end , the Engliſh 
Knights were bꝛought into divers Chambers : but aumnonglt the reft 
the Red-roſe Knight and Sir Lancelor wert ladxci ear to the fair 
Anglitora, fo) there wag nothing betwirt thin Thambers but a little 
Gall ry, into which being come, and vo (von: x laid in their Beds, but 
the Red-roſe Knight began to confer with Sir Lanceio! in this ſa2t. 

What think you (quoth he) of rhe enterpriſe I have taken in 
hand? Is it-not a deed of Honour and Renown ?

During which time of their conference, fair Anglitora ſtod at their 
Chamber. dooꝛ, and heard all that had paſſed betwirt them, and was 
ſo lurpꝛiled with the love of this gentle Red-roſe Knight, that by no 
means ſhe coul d refrain her aftecions, t returning to her Chamber,

There is no man in the world, (quoth he) that ſhall preſerve 
thine honour more then I: what it you ſleepthis night with me in 
bed, do you any more then your duty, in that I am your Husband, 
and beſt bcloved friend. 

My dear Love (replyed ſhe again) there is no plcaſure which I 
will deny you; but for this night you ſhall have patience ; for I will 
never yield up the pride of my Virginity, till my Father hath given 
me in Marriage, and therefore I gdelire you that to morrow you will 
requeſt that favour at his hands: which bring granted and per for- 
med, then acęeompliſn your content.

After this concluſfon, they went to the King, and thanked him fo 
the high honour he had g2aced them with; and alter that went and 
viſited their Ship, where fo2 that day they paſſed their time in pleas 
Cure : andſo when the night appꝛoathed, the Red-roſe Knight went to 
the fair Anglitora, and certified her of the unkind anſwer ol her cruel 
Father: whereat ſhe gzew ſoꝛrowkul, andgzieved in mind: but at laſt 
better confidering with her ſelf, ſhe yielded her foztune fully at his 
pleaſure, pꝛomiling that fo; his lobe ſhe would foꝛſake both Country, 
Parents, and Friends, and follow him to what place ſoe ver he pleaſed 
to conduc her. And it is to be ſuppoſed, that this night the fair An- 
glitora tok all the richeſt Jewels which the had, and trulled them in a 
Fardle, and lo when it was a little hefoze day, ſhe came into the Red- 
roſe Knight andawaked him: who pꝛelently made him ready; and ſo 
. departed ſecretly, till they came to their chips: where they kound all 
thereft of the Engliſh Unights ready to depart : lo when they were all 
a board, they hoiſed ſail, and departed from the Port. To whoſe hap⸗ 
py journey we will now leave them fo2 a time. and ſpeak of the dil⸗ 
contentments of Preſter John, who àll that night was erceding ſoꝛ⸗ 
rowful fo: the unkind anſwer which he had given to the Red-roſs 
Knight, and ſo melancholy and ſozrowful, that he could neither flep 
noꝛ take any reſt: but at the laſt he concluded with himſelf, that he 
would accompany and go and convey the Engliſh Knights at their 
farewel, and departing unte their Ships; to tye end that being in o⸗ 
ther Countries, they might applaud his tourtelles uicd to ſtrangers. 

So in the moꝛning he ar ole, and went ta the chamber where the 
Red- roſe Knight was lodged, whom he found departed contrary to his 
erpecation.

 F Any dars the winds blew cheerfully, in fuch ſoꝛt, that the En⸗

Sir Lancelot tak an occaſion to ſpeak unto the Red-RoſeKnight, and 
put him in remembzance how he pꝛomiled Celia to return into her 
Country unto which requeſt he anſwered. and laid unto him, that 
he would keep hig pꝛomiſe it the deſtinies afford him like: and there- 
upon he commandcd the Paſter⸗Pilot to make thither wards : but the 
Wind not being willing, raifed uch a tempeſt on the raging Sta, 
that the Slip was caſt a contrary way, and the Barrincrs. by no 
means polſible could appꝛoach the Fairy-Land. Ar which time the 
Noble Queen Celia ſtod by the Sea fide upon an high Rock, beholds 
ing the Englicb ſhips as they paſſed by, as her accuſtomed and uſual 
manner was, every day ſtanding, expecting her dear Loves return, 
many times making this bitter lamentation to her ſelf, 

Ah gentle Neptune, thou god of Scas. and Winds, where is my 
deſtred love? bring him again unto me, that day & night do weep 
for his company. Tus the complained at the ſame inllant when 
her Lovers ſhip lailedby, fq2 ſurely ſhe did know it by the Banners 
and Enſignes Which were diſplayed in the wind: but when the po2 
Lady perceived the Ship to turn from her, ſhe was ſoꝛe abaſhed, and 
mightily diſmayed, Inſtead of joy, ſhe was (o:ced to weep tears : and 
in 
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inſtead of ſinging, was conſtrained to make ſoxrowful complaints. 
In this manner ſhe abode there all that enſuing night, and cauſed 
fires and gꝛeat lights to be made on the ſhoꝛe, thinking thereby to call 
the Red roſe Knight unts her. 

This oꝛder kept ſhe every dap and night koꝛ the ſpace of fix weeks, 
wailing the want et him, whom ſhe loved more dear than her own 
heart: but when the ſir weeks were paſt, and the Fairy Mugen per⸗ 
ceived that ſhe ould have no tydings of her love, ſhe went from the 
Rock (all in deſpair) into her Chamber; where being entred, ſhe 
cauſed her ſon to be bzought unto ter, whom ſhe kiſſed many times, 
fo2 the love Nic boze unto his Father: and alter beholding the little 
Infant, croſſing her armes, withaſigh coming from the bettom of her 
heart, ſhe laid: Alas my dear Son, alas thcu canſt not ſpeak to de- 
mand tydings of thy father, which is the braveſt Knight, the moſt 
vertuous and moſt valiant in Arms that God ever formed. O where 
is Nature (ſweet Babe) that ſnould enjoyn thee to weep, & my ſelf 
more then thee, f-r rhe loſs of fo brave a Prince s whole face I ne- 
ver more ſhall ſee. O cruel fortune, my heart hath concluded that 
I g-, A Caſt my {elf headlong into the ſea, to t he intent, that ifthe 
Noale Krigic he ther? buried, I may lie in the ſame Sepulchre und 
Tano with um: wh e, if he be not dead: that the ſame ſea that 
bro ght hi: ther alive to me, may catr me dead to him. And to 
con: lude, be'o:. commit this Murder upon my ſelf, with my 
blood I will write a Letter, which ſhall be ſewed to my Veſtments 
or Attire, to chis purpoſe and intent, that if ever my body be pre- 
ſented to the Kea-ro/. Knight, that then this bloody Letter may 
bear witn..ſ\s that I coi:ſtartly harboured in my breaſt True Love 
towards him, to che 13ſt hour of my death. 

Manx Ladies and Damſcls were in her company whilſt thus ſhe 
lamented her nights ablente: who hearing of her deſperate intended 
death made extesding ſoꝛrow. Some there were that ſo mightily 
gucbed that they could not ſpeak one word: other ſome there were 
that thought to perſwade her from that deſperate intent: but all in 
vain : fo! ſhe pꝛeſentiy went from them, and with her own blod wit 
a Letter, and wꝛapped it in a Sear-cloth, and then lowed it to the 
Uelfurcs wherein ſhe was cloathed : then taking ter Crown, the 
bound it from her head with a golden Thain which the Red- roſe 
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Knight befoe time had given her. Then when Ge had done all this, che 
came to her little Son, and many times kiſſed him, and ſo delivered 
him to the Ladies and Damſels to be nouriſhed : and ſo after taking 
leave of them all, ſhe departed towards the Sea, whither being come, 
the went to the top of the Kock, w!;ere, loking up to Heaven, the ſaid: 
Thou God of my fortunes, Lord of the winds and ſeas, thou that 
broughteſt into this Country, the right perfect Knight, in beauty, 
manhood, and all vertues, grant that when my foul hath made paſ- 
ſage out of this world, my body may be intombed in his boſom. 
Which wo2ds being ſaid, ſhe turned her eyes towards her Palace, 
and tpoke with a loud voite: Adicu my dear Babe, adicu ye gliſter- 
ing Towers, my Royal Palace, adieu Ladies and Damſels, and laſt- 
ly, adieu to all the world. And ſo ſhe caſt her ſelt into the Sea, 
But yet ſuch was her foztune, that the Maves of the Sea boze her 
dead body the lame day co the Engliſh Anights Ship; which as then 
lay in road, where they caſt Anchoz foz to reſt that night ; and to be 
ſho2t, it ſo hapned at the ſame hour when her dead body was caſt a- 
gainſt the Ship, the Red-roſe Knight went up ts the Hatches to take 
the freſh Air: where (loking about) he elpied the dead Lady richſyat- 
tired in cloth of gold, that gozgeouſly ſhone in the water, rhe which 
be p'eſently cauſed to be taken up, and bzought into the ſhip : where 
loking withly upon her, he knew her perfectly well: and alter Coping 
to kiſs her pale lips, he found a blodp Letter which ſhe compiled, 
wꝛapt in S:ar-cloth : ſo taking it and reading the contents thereof, 
his blod began to change, and to war red like the Roſe, and pꝛelently 
again as pale as aſhcs : whereat Sir Lancelot andthe other Knights 
were g:catly abaſhed, but eſpecially Anglitora, who demanded the 
cauſe of his gie: whereuntothe Red-roſe Knight was not able to ans 
ſwer a woꝛd the ſoꝛrow of his heart ſo exceeded: yet he delivered the 
bloody Letter to Anglitora, the contents thereof are theſe that follow: 
The bloody Letter of Qucen Celia. 
Hau bright Star of Europe, thou choſen of End for prow- 
els & bcauty,when wilt thou return to fulfill: hy promiſe made 
unto her, that many a day has had her eyes planted upon the Seas 
after thee, ſhedding more tcars in thy abſence then the heaven con- 
tains {tars? Ah my dear love, makeſt thou no reckoning nor account 
ol ch promile that thou madeſt to me at thy departure? knoweſt 
thou 
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thou not that every noble mind is bound to keep his word upon 

pain of reproach and ſhame : but thou haſt infringed it, & haſt bro- 

ken thy Oathof Knight-hood, which no excuſe can recover : for 
ſince I laſt ſaw thy ſhip floating upon the ſeas, I never came with- 
in my Palace, till the writing hereof, nor ever lay in my bed to take 
my reſt, nor never ſatin judgment on my Countries cauſes : but for 
the ſpace of forty days l ſtood upon a Reck expecting thy return, till 
Famine conſtrained me to depart : there have I ſtood day & night 
in rain, and in ſnow, inthe cold of the morning, and in the heat of 
the ſun, in faſting, in prayers,im deres, in hope, & finally languiih- 
ing in deſpair, and death: where when I could hear no news of i'iy 
retur nl deſperately caſt my ſelf into the ſea, deſtring the gods tat 
they would bring me alive or dead to thy preſence, to expreſs ihe 
true affection that I have ever bore to thy noble perſon : Thus fare 
thou well. From Thine own true Lover, till we meet in the 

Eliziiin Fields: Thy unhappy Celia, Queen of the Fxisy-lard. 

Thus when fair Anglitora had read theſe bloody Lines, ſhe g2eatly - 
lamented her unhappy death 2 4 wit hal requeſted the Red-roſe Knight 
in that the died fo2 his fake, to bear her ko2p tnto England, and there 
molt honsurably to intomò it: to which he moſt willingly conſented. . 
So cauſing her body to be undal med, they hoiſed ſail and departed to⸗ 
wards cngland: At whoſe coming the Jnhabitants greatly rejopced, 
but chiefly the Reo-roſe Knight and his company, who at their firſt ar⸗ 
rival knæled down upon the carth, and gave God thanks fo) pꝛeler⸗ 
ving them from ſo many Dangers and Perils.

In this time 
moſt of thoſe Renowned Champions had vielded their lives to the 
conquering tyꝛanny ok pale death, and in the bowels of the earth lay 
fleping their eternal eps, the Roval King himic!f laden with the ho- 
nour of many years; and having now «acco:5ing to Nature?) the 
burthen of death lying Heavy uron his ſFoulders, and the ſtroak lifted 
up to divide his body from his ſoul, he called befoꝛe him all the chiefeſt

Ch thou my youths delight, thou whoſe love hath her eaved my 
Nueen ot ſuch Marriage piealure: thou, and but oncly thou, have I 
offended wtthal : therefo:e divine Angellica, foꝛgide me: J like a ras 
viſher ſpotted thyUirginity, I cropt thy (wert body of chaſlity ; I 
with flattery won tyy heart, and led the from thy Fathers houſe 
(that god Farle of London) to feed my wanton deſires ; by-thee har J 
a Son, of i. hom both thouand J take glozy of: fo in tis woꝛthineſs 
remains the true Image ok a Martialiſt, and this Renowned Unight 
of the Red. ro'ets le: He lives, the fruit of our wanton pleaſures, 
bozn at Lincoln, and there by a Shepherd bzought up; ſew knowing 
(til now) his trre Parents. Marvel not, dear Son: think not amiſg 
[weer Queen: noꝛ thou mp lovely Angelica. Be not dilmaped ve 
lonourable States, here attending my dying lour, fo? as J hope pꝛe⸗ 
lently to enter into lizium Paradiſe, and wear the Crown or delert⸗ 
ful glo y, J Have revealed tie long ſetrets of my heart, and truly 
bzought to light thole things that the darkneſs or oblivion had covers 
ed. Now rhe Mother knows her Son, t the Son the Mot ter. Now 
navy this val:ant Knight boaſt of his Pedig2ec,anda quiet content ſas 
tisfic all your doubts. Thus have J ſpoke mi mind, andthus quiet⸗ 
ed, my ſoul 41ds the wo2ld tarewell. Adieu, fair Queen ; adieu, dear 
Son, farewell }ovely A: gellica, Lo!dS and Ladies, adieu unto ro!rall; 
ve have (cen my lite, ſo now behold mydeath, as Rings da live, ſo 
Rings muſt die. Theſe were the laſt ol King A:thur's words : and 
being dead, his death not Half to aniazed the ſtanders by, as tle ſtrange 

. Spceches of his life's farewcl. & The 
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Tom of Lincoln, 


The Queen in a raging jealouſle fretting at her Marriage wꝛongs 
pꝛoteſted in her heart to be yevenged upon the Mun of Lincoln. 

The Nun of Lincoln ſceing her wantenneſs diſcovered, tok moꝛe 
grief thereat then joy in the finding of her long loft Son, ſuppoſtng 
now, that the King being gone, ſhe ſhoind be made a ſcandal in th 
Wo!ld, | 

The Red-roſe Knight knowing jimlclt to be begot in wantonneſs, 
and boꝛn a Baſtard, tek (mall joy in the knowledge of his Pother. 

Anglitora (Tom a Lincolns Wife) etceeding all the reſt in fo:row, 
bitterly ſobbing to her ſclf, and in heart making g2cat lamentation, 
in that ſhe had fozſaken Father, Mother, Friends, Acquaintancc, and 
Country, all fo2 the love of a Baſtard, bed in the Womb ofa Thame- 
leſs Strumpet ; therefo:e ſhe purpoſed to give him the Clip ; and with 
her own Son (a young gallant Knight named the Black Knight, in 
rourage like his — to travel towards the Kingdom of Preſter 
John, where (ye fir bꝛeathed life, and her Father Kaigned.

| W hen Tom of Lincoln (the Red- roſe Knight) had ſpent ſome twe 
moneths in che company of his Mother at Lincoln, giving her 

as much comkoꝛt as a ſon might, he left her very penitent fo2 her lifes 
amils, and returned to the Court, where he left both his Wife and 
his Son the Black Knight, thinking at his Arrival to find ſo jopful a 
welcome, and lo courtcougan entertainment, that all the black clouds 
of diſcontent might be blown over by this happy meeting : but as ill 
chance had allot ted, all things fell out contrary to all expectation ; fo 
he neither found Wife, Child, Servant, noꝛ any one to make him 
anlwer : his Plate and Treaſure was diminiſhed, his Houle-hold 
Furniture imbellelled, and by Thieves violently carried away, he had 
not ſo much as one Stecdleft in his Stable, foz them the Queen 
had ſeized on fo; her uſe: andfurthermoze (by her Commandment) 
a Decree was made, that whoſoever in all the Land fhewed him anp 
duty; 02 gabe him but homely reverence, ſhould loſe their heads; the 
indeaLouved to byand him with ignominp, fo2 ſhe Had entituled him, 
The baſc-born ſeed of Luſt, a Strumpets brat, and the common 
ſhame of the dead King. This was the malice of King Arthur's 
widow, and ſurely Queen Juno never thirſted mo1e fo2 the confuſion 
of Hercules, then ſhe did fo: Tom a Lincoln's overthzow : But pet 
this g2ief (being caff from a Pzinceſs favour to a vulgar diſg:ace' was 
but a pleaſure, to the ſoꝛrow he tok fo2 the miſs of his Lady and fon: 
no news could he hear from them, but that they were fled from the 
fury ofthe ang:v Queen: which wag bur a vain imagination laid 
upon the envious time: but far other wiſe did miſchief ſct in her kot, 
the doting mind ok his Lady Anglitora intended ro a further reach, 
which was ts abandon his p2eſence fo? ever, and to think him as omi⸗ 
nous to her light, as the killing Cockatrice. The effect of this his 
Wives ſudden diſlike : ſhe had cauſed (befo1e her departure) to be car⸗ 


red in lone over the Chimney of his lodging, how that ſhe deſerved 
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damnation to leave Father, Friends, and Country, for the diſſoyal 
love of a Baſtard, 

Ok all gꝛiet to him this was the very {p2ing, the rot, the depth, the 
height: which when he had read, he Lell into a wound. and had it not 
bcen fo: two Pages that attended hun he had never retovered: in this 
agony the veines of his byeit ſpꝛung out into blood, and all parts of his 
body [teat with grief, down fell he then upon his knees, and immedi⸗ 
ately pulled the Ring from his finger which ſhe had given him when 
they were firſt betrothed, and. wacht it with his tears, kiſſing it a hun: 

zed times: and alter bound them in a Cypreſs to his left ſide, direc- 
ly where his heart lay, pꝛoteſting by that God that created him, never 
to take them thence, till cither he found his Ladp , oz ended his life, 
He like wile made lolemn vow co Heaven, never to cut his hair, never 
do come to bed, never to weer ſhoes, never to taſte {@d, but only bꝛead 
and water, no! ever to take pleaſure in humanity till he had eas'd his 
griek in the pꝛeſente ol his deareſt Anglitora, and that her love were 
retonciled to him. | 

Being thus ſtrangelv reſolved, he diſcharged bis Servants and 
Pages, giving them all the wealth and treaſure that he Had, and clad 
bimſeclt in tanned ſhep⸗gking, made cloſe unto his body, whereby he 
ſæmed rather a naked wild man bꝛed in the wilderneſs, than a ſenſf- 
ble creature bꝛought up by civil converſation. Thus bare-foted and 
bare-legged, with an Jvo2y ſtaſk in his hand, he let fozward to ſ&k his 
unkind UWikfe, and unnatural Son, giving this wolul farewel to his 
Native Tountrey. 

O thou gracious Queen of love, I have been as Loyal a Servant 
in thy Pleaſures as ever was Hero to Leander, or Pyrumus to his 
Thiſbe. Wherefore then hath madding fury like a tyrannous and 
cruel Commander taken poſſeſſion of my Anglit or “s heart, & placed 
infernal conditions, whereas the pure vertues of modeſt behaviour 
had wont to be harboured ? It cannot le otherwiſe but the 
furious and enraged Queen with her unquenchable envy hath dri- 
ven her hence; and not only of one heart made two, but of two 
ſecks to make none; which is by untimely death, to work bot h onr 
confulions : therefore proud Queen farewel : let all the furies haunt 
thee, and may thy Court ſeem loathſome and hateful to thy ſight, 
35 for the torments of hell- fire to a guilty conſcience : ungrateful

Enelend likewiſe adieu to thee for all the honours I have brought in- 
to hy B 1nds,and with ſpoils of forraign Countries, made thee the 
only Prince of Kingdoms, yet thou repayeſt me with diſgrace, and 
loadeſt me with more contempt then my never conquered heart 
can cndure. Sokilling the ground with his warm lips, that had lo 
long follered hun, and with many a litter tear and deep ſob ; like a 
Pilg:im cas J laid beſo2e) he to leave ofhis Native Countrey, and 
tok his journey to che Sca⸗ſide; where heheard of his Wife and his 
Sons departure, after whom (as ſon as the wind conveniently ſer- 
ved) he toll ſhipboard : where we will now likewiſe leave him to his 
Fo:tune upon the Sea, and ſpeak of the p2ofeſſed malice the Queen 
pꝛolecuted againlk Angellica the Mother otthe Red-roſe Knight.

his cirtumkerente about the world, twice had the plcalant Spzing 
beautified the earth with her changeable mantles, twice had nip⸗ 
ping winter made the fields barren, and the wods leake⸗lels, + twite 
had the vear ſhewed himſelf to all mankind: in which time of twice 
twelve months, every dav made ſhe a ſoꝛrowkul complaint fo2 the 
wack of lonour, and her Uirginiries love, which lo willinglyſhe furs 
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rendyed : and in this, ſo greatly had ſozrow and grief changed her, 
that her eyes (which had wont like twinkling Diamonds ts give 
light to all affections) were now ſunk into their tells, and læmed like 
& hollow Scpulchze newly opened: her face wherein beauty her ſelt 
dwelt, and her cheeks the true die of the Lilly and the Roſc intermixt, 
now appeared old and wiithen like to the countenance of Hecuba, when 
ter Hus band King Priamus, and her Pꝛincely Clildzen were flain at 
Troy's dellrudton : and ber treſſes of hair gold-like , which like to 
Indian Wlpres hung over her ſhoulders, were now g2own moze white 
then thiſtle d wn, the ſickles of frozen Ice oꝛ the white mountain 
Snow : all their gꝛieks ok nature had not age changed, but the inward 
gꝛiek of her careful heart.

The firlt bꝛought in Fire burning in a difh, if ſye would, to conſume 
her body to aſhes: The ſecond hꝛought in a diſh of t wiſted co2d to ſtran⸗ 
gle her to der th: The third, a diſh full of deadly poyſon to burft her bo⸗ 
dy withal : The fourth, a ſharp edged Kazoꝛ oꝛ Knife to cut her throat 
The fifth, an Jron Rack, to tear ger body into pieces: The ftrth, a 
dit tull of Snakes to ſting her to death: andthe 'eventh, animpoy- 
fancd Garment, being worn, that will conſume? ſoth Reſh and bled, 
Th:ſe Ceven deathful Servito!s having let down their dilſtes (the 
leoſt whereof b ings pꝛelent death) ſhe was commanded by the Mel 
lenger which ok them ſhe would chuſe to die withal, and to make oy | 

choice 
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choice : fo2 he was ſwozn to the Queen (on whom he attended) to ſe 
it that day accompliſhed, At theſe his wo: ds ſhe fell uron her knees, 
and with a courage readier to pield to deaths fury, then to the mercy 
of the liking Queen, tiaid as followedh : | 
O ti-ou guider of this carthly Globe, thou that gaveſt my weak OY 
nature over to a wanton life, & from a Virgin chaſt, haſt made me 4 
an infamous Strumpet ; thou that ſufferedſt only a King in Majeſty f 
to prevait againſt me, and with the power of greatneſs won me to | 
lewdneſs, for which I am now doomed to a preſent death, & forced 
by violence to bid this tempting world adieu. Inſpire me with that 
happy choice of death, as that my ſoul may have an eaſie paſſage 
from my body. Firſt, to die by fre to an earthly imagination ſeems 
terrible, & far different from nature. Secondly, to die with ſtrang- 
ling cord, ere baſe, & more fit for robbers, thieves, & malefactors 
Thirdly. :odie by deadly poyſon, were a death for beaſts & worms 
that ſed upon the boſom of the earth. Fourthly, to die by cutting 
knives, and ilicing razors, were a death for cattel fowles, & fiſhes 
that die for the uſe of man. Fifthly, by an Iron Rack to end my life 
were a barbarous death, and againſt mans nature. But ſeventlily, to 
die a lingring death, which is a life conſuming by wearing of im- 
poyſon.d garments (where repentance may ſt ill be in company) 
will I chuſe : therefore ſweet Meſſer ger of death do thy Office, at-

Majeſty, wiſhing chat her death might be your fouls contentmont.

: 241 ds ber god, no cg quiet her brain, no plealure content the mind 
zut deſpur with a terriblt countenance did evermoꝛc altend her, wil- 
ling her ſomctime to thꝛow her (elf Headlong lrom he tog ol a Tower, 
TWctime by Poyſon to end her daves, ſometime by d Owning, kome⸗ 
une hv hanging; ſometime by one t' ing, lometime bY another: but 
tn the middle os the night having her heart deelrorcc⸗nialter⸗ 
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ed by deſpair, ſhe tok a girdle ol pure Arrabian Silk, which girdle ſhe 
firſt woꝛe on her Pꝛintely Nuptial day, when King Arthur ſirſt mar⸗ 
ried her: in this fatal girdle ſhe made q flibing knot, and there withal 
upon her Sed-poſt ſhe hanged her ſelk.

The auig rekt. Caſtle hesringſthig, came down and met them 
in e large lune: Furt. raved with Marble None, where he kindly 
gane then entertanment. 

Tye cha Trabellecg ecco ted of bis tcourteſteg, and being long 
bebe oath oi braten on ri Scag, thought etheinſelves from a dep 
dungeon ol cataniuty, litted to ce tog of all pleaſure ond pꝛotperitp; 
thus from % pared Court, the Knight lev tient upto his own cham⸗ 
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ber, wherein was a fire made of Juniper-wod , and Frankinſenſe; 
which ſmelled very ſweet :; the walls were hung about with rich 
Tapeſtry, whereon was wait the ſtoꝛyof Troy's deltruction, the crea- 
tion of Mankind, andthe fearful deſcription of the latter day of dom: 
Iſkewiſe hung upon the lame Mall, Inſtruments of all ſoꝛts of Mu⸗ 
ſick, with ſuch varierpoforher plealures, as they had never ſeen the like 

Now while theſe wearp Travellers bad took pleaſure in beholding 
theſe ploalant things, the god Knight cauſed hig Dwarf (which was 
all the Servants that he kept) to cover the Table made of Cypꝛelg⸗ 
won, with a fine Damaszk Table⸗cloth, and thereon let ſuch delicates 
as his Caſtle affozded : which was a piece of a wild Boar, roaſted tle 
ſainc mozning, with divers gther Services of Fowles , whereof the 
Countcey had plenty: Their Bꝛead was made of Almonds mired 
with Eoats-milk, (foꝛ no Ton g2ew in this ſoil) Their dꝛink of the 
wild Gꝛape likewiſe mingled with Goats-milk, which is in my mind 
accounted reſtoꝛative: To this Banquet were the Travellers placed 
where having god ſtomachs, they quickly ſatisfied their hunger, and 
afterwards began to char of their adventures, what dangers they en- 
dured at Sea, and how luckily they arrived in that countrey, giving 
the courteous Rnight great thanks fo2 his kindneſs, 

On the other ſide, when the Banquet was ended, every one cifing 
from the Table, he tok an Orphirian that hung by, and cauſed his

thought, the bargain is ſon made: the unight of the Caſtle having 
not had the pꝛeſence noꝛ ſociety of a wor an in leven years bekoꝛe, 
grew as wanton[y minded as the Roman Tarquinius, when he ra⸗ 
viſhed the cha Lady Lucretia 

On the other (ids, Anglitora having the venome of diſloyalty, grew 
ſo pliable to his reſtres, that at his pleaſure he obtained chat love 
which in former tunes the Red - roſe Knight adventured his life fo? ; 
the that in foꝛmer times was accounted the worlds admfration fo! 
tonſtanty, was now the very v onder of ſhame, and the by⸗woꝛd ol mo⸗ 
deſt Patrons : this was tlie firſt days entrance into their wanton 
pleaſures, which in all dalliance they ſpent untill the Sun had loft 
the fight ofthe earth: then expecting the return of the B'ack Knight, 
but all in vain, fcz having a wild Panther in chaſe, he followed ſq far 
in the unknown Foreſt, that he loſt himſelf : all that night travel- 
ling to find the way fo2th, but could not: lcep was to him as meat to 
a lle man, his eps were numberleſs, like the ſtacs of heaven, oꝛ the 
Sands of the Bea: his devices fo2 recovery little pzevailed, the kuu⸗ 
ther he went, the further he wes from returning : thus day and night 
(f:2 many days and nights) ſcent he in theſc comfortleſs travels: no 
hope cheared his heart, no comkoꝛt boze him company but his patient 
mind: and now at laſt, when he law all means fruſtrated, he reſolved 
tolive and dve in that ſolitary Forreſt : his food he made of the fruits

were hiſſing S 1akes 20d Toads crooking in foggy Sꝛals: his moꝛ⸗ 
ning-cock the chearful Mir htingale, o2 the chirping Lark: his com⸗ 
panions on the dap were howling wol ves, ravening Lions, and the 
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wꝛathful Boars : all (as the Fates had decreed) 8s gentle to him 
as fellowſhip, as people of a civil governant : fo: to ſay troth , time 
and neceſſity had converted him to a man of wild conditions : faz his 
hair was grown long and ſhaggy, like untoa Saty? ; hisfleſh tanned 
in the Sun as an Indian; the nails of his fingers were as the talons 
of Eagles; whereby he could eaſily climb the higheſt trees: garments 
he had not any, loꝛ they were woꝛn out; and as willingly was he con-

vercedher ſelk to a hatred Strumpet : which vile courſe of life when 
the Indian perceived, he ſecretly departed the Caffle, greatly lamen⸗ 
ting the w2ongs of his Maſter the Red-roſe Knight, whoſe noble 
mind deſerVed better at her hands; day and night travelled the pa?

great 
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great Skill in ſwimming (as moſt Negers be perfect therein) kept

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Anglitora your Lady and wife hath diſhoroured your bed, & pol- 
Inted the ſacred chamber of ſecrecy :- that marriage-voiy ſhe made 
in Gods Holy Temple, hatlrſbe infringed; and uncyed rhe knot of 
Nuptial promiſe : in a Conutrey far hence hath fhe wrought this 
hateful crime, in a Countrey unpeopled lives ſhe in a Caſtle which 
is kept by a Knight ofa wanton demeanour ; there live they in A- 
dulcery, there live t. y ſecretly fleeping in wantonneſs, and there 
for ſeven yr ars hath ſhe made her ſelf the child of ſhame. All this 
with extream grief do unfold, and wich a heart almoſt killed with 
forrow do | breath out the duty of a Servant. If I have offended, 
let my death make amends, for what I ſpeak is truly delivered 
from a heart unfeigned. 

All the timeof this ſozrowkul diſcourte, ſiod the Red-roſe Knight 
in a bitter agony, like one newly dꝛapt fromeye clouds. not knowing 
how to cake tyete diſcourteſies: one while purpoſing to be revenged, 
and wich his nails totear ont the Strumgets epes-angthet while be- 
wailing her weak nature, that o eaily was won to lctwtne's 2 but

fair means ſooner wins a woman then foul. 

Thas in company of his true lerbent the Neger he fol his jour- 
ney towardthe Callte ; where (after our ment s travel they arrived; 
the Red-roſe Kn ght by the directions ol the Neger kn*erced. and in 
hig Wilg img habit delired meat and lodging fo! biniſelt 1 14s guide. 

The ſirſt t at openedthe gate. wan his own L2dv, who immedi⸗ 
ately upon the (fight of them bluſhed, as though ſome fudpen frar had 
aftrighted her, yer diſſembling(»® colouring her knowledge of them, 
the in a charitable manner gave them entertainment, and conducted 
thein fo a by-ron! at the backſide of the Caſtle: into which place the 
Cent them (by her Dwarf) victuals ſrom her own Table, with com⸗ 
mand, that the next morning they ſkouſd avoid and never moꝛe trou- 
ble this place, This mcfſage 1encby the Dwarf much diſguieted tte 
Red-roſe Knight, and d2ove ſuch amaze into his mind, that he giew 
ignoꝛant what to do: And ling his appointed time very ſho?t to re⸗ 
main there, he now thought fir to ſtrike whilſt the Jron was hot, and 
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to diſcover what he was: ſo taking the Scarfof Jewelg and Kings 
fyed to his [cfr five againſt his heart (which ſhe knew perfectly well 
to be the gifts of her love) and by tie Dwarf ſear them her, the which 
he no ſoner beheld, but ſhe openly laid to the Knigiit of the Callle, 
that their ſecret affections were diſcovered, and her Hus band in habit 
el a Pilg2im made abode in her houſe, conducted thither by the Mage 
to bzing their ſhame to light, to carry her thence to England, there to 
be puniſhed fo? her fins. Þercupon the Knight and ſhe purpoſed the 
ſame night to rid themſelveg of that fear, and by ſome violent death 
ſend the Pilgrim to his laſt abiding, Diſquietneſs attended on all 
ſides fo! that day, and £veryhour ſemed ten, till night appꝛoached; 
which ar laſt came, though long lokt loꝛ: Then Anglitora in company 
ol tie Knight of the Caftle like two Murtherkrs, role from their beds 
even at that hour of the night when miſchicfs are aged, when no 
noiſe was heard but the backing ol Wolves, the howling of Dogs, 
and the croaking of Pight⸗owles, all aſſiſtants to black Adiong: In 
this manner came thep into rhe Lodging of rhe Pilgzim, who foz 
weartnels of his journey moſt ſoundly ſiept, little dꝛeaming that ſuch 
cruelty could be lodged in the boſom ok his wedded wife : one, whoſe 
love he had firſt gained with great danger, and alwaies eſtemed as

Throat, by which means ſh: bereaved him of life, and without any ſo⸗ 
lemnity due to lo have a man, they buried him ina Dung⸗ ill with⸗ 
out the gate, no! ſhedding ſo much as ont Tear fo? his death: lo great 
woes the envy of this his ſpightful Lady, The peo? Neger they let up 
to the middie in che ground ſo lun cly faſtened, that by any means he 
coult not ſtir from thence, whe! e we will leave him wiſhing fo? death, 
the Red rote Knigh:, oꝛ rather tie unhappoPilgeim in his unchziſti⸗ 
an⸗like Grave, and the Bnight of che Caſtle with rhe murtherlels 
Anglito:a, to their ſurfeiring Banquets of ſin, and return co the 
Bla k Knight, which had loſt hinnelk in the UWimds, 3 
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2 CHAP. VL 
{low the Black Kuight being loſt in a Wilderneſs became a wild 

man, how his Fathers Ghoſt appeared unto him, and in what 

manner he flew his own Mother. 

V this time the Black Knight grew ſo natural a wild man , as 
though be had been, bꝛed in the delilderneſs : koꝛ day by day he 

ſpo2ted with Lions, Leopards, Tygers, Elephants, Un coins, and 
luch like kind ol teaſts ; plaving as familiarly with them, as in King 
Arthur's Court he h*d with gallant gentlemen. But mark how it 
happencd one day above another. he chanced to walk Town into a ral: 
ley, where he late bimlelk down by a Rivers-ftde , and in humane 
complaints bewalled his own eſtate, how being bo and ſhed of a 
P1ineely Race, d. ſcended Royally, He ſtould thus conſume his days 
in ſavage ſoꝛt amongſt wi d beaſtg, and by no means could recover 
his l berty, o: fre hinſclf from that ſolitary Wilderneſs. Being in 
this diſtreſs of mind, ſudden fear aſſailed him, his heart ſhivered, his 
hair ſtood upꝛight, the Elements ſæmed to lok dim a terrible tempeſt 
toꝛe up hune Trees, the Wild Beaſts roared and gathered on an heap 
together, Birds fell lifeleſs from the air, the ground, as il Were trou⸗ 
bled, and a ludden alteration troubled each thing elout lim: in this 
amaze late he a godtime, marvelling what ſhould enſue: at laſt there 
appeared (as he imagined) the Ehoſt of his Father newly murdeced, 
with a counte ante pale and wan, with hatlow cyes (02 none at all) 
gliding up and down beto*c him: caſting luch fractul kross, as 
might makethe ſtouteſt heart in the world to tremble: and at la t let⸗ 
ting humicit befor the Black Knight, pake as fe lloweth: 

ca not my Son, lam the Gl. [t of thy mum hered Father, retut— 
ned fro: n Ille hel „ Region. | came from tat burning King— 
dom where CoOntumily "rg n cveilatiiy F. urnace. From the 
foart:: 1 51 onto thee tor Reverge. O thou my ſon, if eve. gen- 
tle nature were pliant in thy Lofem W the ou tocheſt pleaſure 
to hear thy Fathers honours He hy not, ifcverthondefireſt to have 
thy life | Meritcrious in this world, take to hs thy never failing 
courage, and revenge my death upon thy aduſicrots Nother : thy 
mother now living inthe filthincfs of thame, —_ the Caſtle 
where ſhe row remains ima liftfel flew. There was J murthered 
aud there bur ied in a ſtinkiig Dung hill, no man gave me Funeral 
Tears 
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Tears, nor any ſorrowed for my death. I that have dared death in 
the face, and purchaſed honour in many Kingdomes, was ſlain by 
my own Wife Anglitora, whom the whole world admired for ver- 
tue. Riſe (dear Son) riſe and haſte to that Caſtle polluted with the 
ſhame of thy wicked mother. By Heaven, and by that great im- 
mortal Throneof happineſs, by the low Kingdome of eternal pains, 
by the huge watery Seas I paſt to follow her, by the Earth and the 
Souls of all the mortal men that ever died, I command, charge,and 
conſtrain thee to | ance Hon in this Revenge. Hence to that foul de- 
famed Caſtle, defamed by Adultery, defamed by murther : there 
to my ſoul do thy lateſt duty : there wound thy curſed mothers 
breaſt : there ſacrifice her lifes blood : there appeaſe thy Fathers 
Ghoſt incenſt with fury : So ſhall my Soul in joy enter into the 
fields of Elixium; but ifthou prove Coward like, and through fear 
deny to execute my glorious Revenge, from henceforth ſhall my 
pale, wan, lean, and withered Ghoſt, with ghaſtly looks, and fears 
ful ſteps, purſue and follow thee. 

Theſe were the woꝛds of his Fathers Ghoſt ; and having ſpoken 
theſe woꝛds, with a grievous g2oan, he vaniſhed. At this his 'fudven 
departure the Black Knight cried with a loud & fearſul voice, ſaying : 

Let me never breath one day longer, nor view the mornings ri- 
ſing Syn, let meever live Impriſoned in this Wilderneſs, let no- 
thing proſper that ever I take in hand, & here let the world end, if 
I ceaſe to proſecute a Mortal Revenge, as the ſonl of my Father 
hath commanded. Hereupon he ſet fo2ward toward the Caſtle, ton: 
ducted by what chance the Heavens had allotted him: not one ſtey he

found all cloſe, and ner unto the Caſtle the 2Slack-a-mo1e ſet half 
way quick into the earth, having ſo2 want of fod eaten moſt part of the 
Fleſh from his armes : whom the Black Knight ſ@n digged up, and 
kept alive, to be a furtherance to his intended revenge. 

The pw2 Indian being thus happily pꝛeſer ved from death, revealed 
all that had happened in the Caſile, how his Mother lived in adultery, 
howhis Father was murthered, why himſelf was ſet quick in the 
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Earth; and laffly, fo; rhe love of his dead Maſter, he pꝛoteſted to con⸗ 
duſt him thꝛough a ſecret Uault into the Caſtle, that in the dead of the 
night they might the eaſter accompliſh their deſired revenge: Thus 
lingring about the Caſtle tin the middle ol the night, a time (as they 
imagined) to be the fitteſt fo; their tragital buſineſs: at laſt the mid⸗ 
night ⸗hour came, and though a ſceret Cell they entred underneath 
the Caſtle, into the Lodging where his father was murthered. This 
is the place (quoth the Neger) where my ſad eyes beheld thy father 
both alive and dead: So going from thence into the Chamber, 
which by chance, and (as ill luck appointed) was thꝛough negligence 
left open, he ſhewed him the bed where thcſe Adulterers lay ſecretly 
flceping in each others Arms. Oh doleful ſight ! (quoth the Black 
Knigꝭ t) this luſt hath made me fatherleſs, and e*rc long this weapon 
ſhall make me Motherleſs : ſo — down upon his knees, in a 
whiſpering manner he ſaid unts himſelf : 

Ye lowring deſtinies, how weave you the web of their two lives 
who lived too long? Ye infernal furies, draw neer, aſſiſt me thou 
revengeful God Nemeſis; for on this ſword ſits now ſuch a glorious 
revenge, as being taken, the world will then applaud me for a lo- 
ving Son. Having ſpoken theſe woꝛds, he ſheathed his ſwoꝛd up to the 
{fit in the boſoin of the Bnight of the Taſtle, who lying in the armes 
of Anglitora, gave ſo deadly a groan, that ſhe immediately awaked, 
firſt looking to the Ani ht that was flain in her armes, then perceiving 
her Son ſtanding with his weapon dꝛawn, yct reaking in the blod of 
the dead Knight, menacing likewiſe her death, with a woſul ſhziel ſhe 
htathed ont theſe wo'ds : 

O what halt thon done, my cruel Son? thou haſt ſlain the miracle 
of humanity, and one whom I have choſen to be my hearts Para- 
mour, and thy ſccond Father. 

Oh Lady (quoth the luck Kyight ) for Mother is too proud a ti- 
tle for there: What ſurv driveth thee to lament the deſerved death 
of that lewd blood - ſnedder, and not rather chuſe with heart- relen- 
ting ſighs to hewail the death of my father, tlij renowned husband, 
whoſe guiltlefs body, even dead, thou didſt deſpiſe, by burying him 
inhumanely upon a Durg- bill: but heaven hath granted and carth 
hath:agrecd deteſting both thy miſdeeds, and hath ſent me to ſa- 
crifice thy blood unto the foul of my murthered Father. 
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Wyhiltt he was ſpeaking theſe wozds, Anglitora aroſe from her bed, 
t in her ſmock ſhe kneeled to her Don, upon her bare knees, ſaying :. 

Oh thou my dear Son, whom once I nouriſhed in my painful 
Womb, and fed thee with mine own blood, whom oft I choicely 
dandled in my armes, when with lullabies and ſweet kiffes I rocked 
thee aſleep : O far be it from thee (my loving Son) to harm that 
breſt, from whom thou firſt receivedſt life: Of thee (my Son) thy 
mother beggeth life. Oh ſpare the life, hat once gave thee life, 
with bleeding tears I do confeſs my wantcn offences. I do confeſs 
through me thy Father died: then, if confeſſion of faults may merit 
mercy, pardon my life. Wound not the Womb that foſtred thee, 
which now I term wicked by only foftring thee ; what child can 

[nt his eyes with gazing on his Parents wounds, and will not faint 

in beholding them? Hertupon the Black Knight not able to indure 
fo ſuffer his Mothers further intreating leſt pitty andremozſe might 
mol! ifie his heart, and ſo grant her life (which to heaven to take away 
he had deply lwozn) he cut her oft with theſe deadly wozds x 

Lady, Iam not made of Flint nor Adamant: in kind regard of ca- 
lamity, I am almoſt ſtruck with remorſe : but duty muſt quite undo 
all duty : Kind muſt work againſt kind, all the powers of my body 
be at mortal ſtrife, and ſeek to confound eachother. Love turns to 
hatred, nature turns to wrath, & duty to revenge: for methinks my 
fathers blood with a groaning voice, cries to Heaven for revenge. 
Therefore to g—_ my fathers angry ſpirit, here ſhalt thou yield 
up thy deareſt blood. Here was he ready to ſtrike, and with the 
£wo2d to fintth up the Tragedy, but that his grieved foul in kind na⸗ 
ture plucked back his hand: whereupon with a great fighHe ſais : 

Oh heavens, how am I grieved in mind ? father, forgive me, 1 
cannot kill my Mother And now again, methinks I fee the pale 
ſhadow of my Fathers Ghoſt gliding before mine eyes: methinkshe 
ſhews me the manner of his murther , methinks his angry looks 
threaten me, and tell me, how that my heart is poſſeſt with co- 
wardiſe, and childiſh fear. And in ſpeaking theſe wo:ds, with his 
lwoꝛd he ſplit tle dear heart of his Mother, from whence the blood ag 
from a guſhing ſpꝛing iſſued, Which when he beheld, ſuch a ſudben 
conceit of grief entred his mind, conſidering that he had lain hisown 
Mother, whom in duty he ought to . above all living — 
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that he rather ſell into a krenzie then a melancholy: and ſo with a pale 


tountenance and ghaſtly log, began to talk idely. 

What have I done? whom hath my bloody hand murdered? now 
wo unto my ſoul, for I am wor ſe then the viperous brood, that eat 
out their Dams Womb, to get life unto themſelves : they do but 
according to nature, I againſt all nature : for I have digged up the 
boſom that firlt gave me life. Oh wicked wretch,where ſhall I now 
hide my head? ior I have flain my, felt in killing lier: I have ſtained 
this chamber here with humane blood.. The Heavens abhor me for 
this deed, the world condemns me for this murther,and Hell-furics 
will follow me with ſhame and terrour. In this frantick ſoꝛt ran 
he up and down the chamber, and at laſt with the nails of his fingers, 
he fell to grave upon the ſtone⸗walls the Picture of his Mother, imi⸗ 
tating P:gmalion, hoping to have lite bzeathed into the lame. Mean 
while the poꝛ Indian with fleſhleſs arms heaved up towards Heaven, 
and gn his bare knegs made this lupplication to the gods, fo2 the 
Bl#k Knights recovery of his wits. | 

Oh you angry heavens (qouth he) revoke your heavy dooms, for- 
get this crime, forgive this unnatural murther, pitty the ſtate of 
this diſtreſſed Knight, and ſend ſome means to recover his ſenſes. 
Thus in a zealous manner pꝛaped the po; Heger, deſiring God to lay 
the Knights faults upon his head, and reclaim his unbꝛidled rage: 
which pꝛayer was ſoon regarded by heaven, fo2 the Black Knight had 
immediately his madneſs turned into a ſad miclancholp, and in a moꝛe 
gentle manner made his lad lamentations. 

But now the Neger (who all the time of Anglitora's murther ſtood 
in a Trance) ſeeing the uncha(t Lady dead, and the Chamber all be⸗ 
ſpzinkled with blod, laid as kolloweth: 

Nav (quath he, betwixt life and death) have you ſhown your ſelf 
a dutiful Son, and nobly revenged the death of your Father. Thele 
were the laſt woꝛdg of the po; Indian, which was then ſunk down, 
andnever after b2cathed. There upon came fozth the Dwark of rhe 
Caſtle, wich great ſtoꝛe of treaſure, pzoffericg the ſame to the Black 

dnighi⸗ who nothing thirling after covetouſneſs, rekuſed it, # withal 
tk the Dwark inlatigfation fo2 the Negers death, and crammed 
the Treaſure down his thꝛoat, and after buried the two Servants in 
Ine Gzave,

How the Fry Knight came to be called Ie Weorlds Triumpb: 
Of his arrival in Exgland, of the two Knigits death, and of the 
Proverb uſed in the three Cities of E NG LAN D. 
U Have read in the Firſt Part of t!is Biſtozy, how the Fairy: 
Knight, the Son of Celia, begot by the Red-roſe Knight, was 
commitred (by his Mother at her death) to the kxping of the Ladies 
in the Land: then were there but few men living, being a Country 
only of women: and now being of luſty age, and a Knight of renown- 
ed valour, he betook himſelk to travel, rhe only cauſe wt;creof was to 
(ind his Father, oz ſome of his Kindzed, whom he had neter ſn. 
Many were the Countries he paſſed, but moze the dangers he in⸗ 
dured, all which fo: rhis time we omit, and will only a little ſpeak of 
thꝛee gifts given him by an Yermir, that had thee exceeding vertues: 
Foz coming to an Jfland to ſeek adventures, it was his chance to ſave 
a poung beautiful Paiden from raviſt ing bp a Satyiical Wild-man 7 
koꝛ he having tyed the golden locks or her hair ro two-knotty b:am- 
bles, and being ready to take his venerial pleaſure upon her,the Fairy 
Koight coming by, and ſeeing that d ſhonour and violence offered to 
lo voung a Urgin; with his dwoꝛd at one blow raired away the wild⸗ 
man's head, and ſo went ith the Maiden home to her Fathers houſe 
which was an Hermitage ſome miles diſtant off : where deing no 
loner come, but the god old man having a head moze white then ſil⸗ 
ver, but a heart moꝛe heavy then lead, by reaſon of the want of his 
daughter cruelty ſo taken from him began at her fight to be ſo cleered 
that he had not the power fo? joy to ſpeak in a god ſpace : but at laſt 
taking the Fairy Knighe by the hand, he led him to an tnward Nom, 
where he banqueted him With ſuch cheer as his Hermitage affozded, 
andatrer in liew of his deuxhters reſcue he gave thee fuch gifts,and 
of thꝛee ſuch vertues as the like ſcldom had Knight. | 
The firſt was a Ring, which who de ver did wear, tould never 
die by Trealon. The fecond a Sword, that on what gate ſocver it 
ſtruck, it ſhould preſently fly open, The third and laſt, a Tliol of ſuch 
dunk, that whoſoever tafted thereof, (ould pꝛelently koꝛget all palled 
lozrows. Having received theſe thꝛee gifrs of the god old Hermit, 
he departed, and travelled without any adventure, till he came and 
lound the Black Knight aflcep upon his Fathers Gzave ; whom _ 
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the Fairy Knight had awaked, in countenance they were lo alfke, as 
if nature had made them both one. 

But when the Black Knight had revealed his birth and parentage, 
his Fathers name and place of birth, the Fairy Knight reſolved him: 
ſelf that he had found a Bꝛot her, as well in nature as condition; but 
when he heard the ſtoꝛy of his Fathers like, and the manner of his 
death, wich the murther of Anglitora his unchaſt wile, he could not 
chuſe but ſhedtearg, whereupon he tok occafton to ſpeak as follotdeth + 

Heavens reſt thy ſweet ſoul, my unknown Father, and may the 
fruit of thee prove as famous in the world as thou haſt been, bar

there erect her a ſtately Tomb: yet no Epitaph ſhall ſhew her diſ- 
loyal life, but in Letters of beaten Gold ſhall remain engraven up- 
on her Tomb, the Name of ANG LITORA, Daughter to Prefter 
John, and Wife to the Red-roſe Knight. Hereupon he gave his new⸗ 
found Bꝛother rhe Knight, his Tiiol of drink which the Permit had 
given him; who no ſoner had taſted, but allfozmer grtcts were fo2got, 

Hereupon thee two Knights departed towards England, and per: 
ſonned many noble decds of Cl;ivalry by the way. But amongſt an 
others, being in the Turkiſh Court (this is woꝛt hy to be noted) fo? 
with one box of che ear the Black Kniglit killed the Turks Son ſtark 
dead, foꝛ which cauſe by treaſon were their lives conſpired, and the 
following night had their Lodgings entred by twelve of the Turks 
guard, with an intent to miurtler them, but byrcaſon of the inchant⸗ 
ed Ring, in the which they put both their fingers, the guard of a ſud- 
den fell all faſt in a trance: hereupon the two Knights departed the 
great Turkiſh Tourt, But no ſooner were they out of the City, but 
a Troop of arnitd Knights purſued them, and lollowed them ſo neer⸗ 
ly, that they were fo ted to enter a Caſtle that ſtod by ths Seaſide, 

wherein no creature had abiding. Coming to the gate, the Fairy Kr. 
with his Lwoꝛd ſtruck thereat, and it pꝛeſently opened, wherein being 
no ſooner entred, but the armed Knights of the Turkiſþ Nation — 
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ſev them faſt in, and cauſed the gates to be walled up with kree⸗ſlont, 
ſo departed.

return again, and here let the world end. And now you Heavens, 
this is my requeſt, that my ſoul may preſently forſake this fleſh : 1 
have no ſoul of mine on, for it is the ſoul of the Fairy Knight, for 
bat one ſoul is common to us both: then how can I live, having my 
ſoul departed, which ſpightful death hath now ſeperated : Oh thou 
my Knightly brother, though the fates deny to give me life, yet in 
ſpight of them Vle follow thee. 

You Heavens receive this falſe ſoul of my true friend, and let 
not life and death part us: with Eagles wings will I flle after him, 
and in Joves celeſtial Throne joyn with him in friendſhip. We two 
in life were but one, one will, one heart, one mind, one ſoul made 
us one, one Life kept us both alive, one being dead draws the other 
unto death: therefore as we lived in fove, ſo will we die in love, 
and in one Grave we may interre both our bodies: how glorious 
were my death to die with my beloved friend! Now dol loath this 
life in living alone without my dear Brother : whereupon dzawing 
his Swo2d from his ſide, he (aid :; 

Ohthou woful weapon, even thou ſhalt be the means to rid my 
foul from this priſon of my body: Oh faith unfeigned, Oh _ — 
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ſacred ſtiendſhip; I am reſolved both with the force of heart, hand 
and arm, to give my heart deaths deadly wound : for now my no- 
ble Fairy Knight this blood J offer up unto thy ſoul : But being 
ready with his ſwozd to plerte his own heart, he ſaw a lively. blood 
ſpꝛead in his friends face, and thoſe eyes that were lo dolefully tloſed 
up, began now to lok abꝛoad: So the next ino2ning the Mind ſer⸗ 
well⸗ the Pilots hoiſed ſail, and they merrily floated on the UWaters. 

Ten werks had not paſſed toward the finiſhing of a year cbefpze 
they arrived on the Chalby clifts of Er gland: upon which they had no 
. ſooner ſet footing, but with their warm lips genfly kiſſed the cold 

earch. This is the Land of promiſed glory, ſaid the Fairy Kwighr z 
to find this Land I have indured many miſerics, to find this Land ! 
have paſſed many Countries, and in this Land muſt I ſeal up the laſt 
quittance of my life, here ſhall my bones reſt, for I am lawfully de- 
ſcended from the loynes of an Engliſh Knight ;, peace be in my 
end, for all my days have been ſpent in much trouble. 

After this, the King which then Raigned , oꝛdained a ſolemn 
juſting to be kept in his Court, and held in agreat honour koꝛ fozty 
days: to which Knightly (pozts reſorted the chicfeſt flowers of Chi- 
valry fromall Countries, as Kings, Princes, Witkes, Carls, Lords 
and Knig{ts, and fo! chicf Challenger x Cham!ton fo2 the Country, 
was the Fai y Krightr, who for his matchleſs manhood therein ſhewn 
had this Title given kim, to be cat'ed, The Worfds Triumph. 

After this, being deftrous to ſ the Tityof Lincoln, where the Red- 
roſe Kn ght was bon, he in tom: anvok his brother and true friend 
t'e lac. knight, c old Sir Lencelut du Lake, rode thithtr: at whoſe 
coming into toe City the great Bell (called Tom 4 Lincoln) was rung 
an hour, which as then was ſeldom done to any except Kings and 
Kenowned Warrtours, returning vicko:ioully from bloody Battels. 

Here b.ilded they a moſt lumptusus Minſter, and likewiſe a moſt 
ſcatelp Tomb in remembꝛante of their parents, the like as then no 
place of England aſfoꝛded. 

Thus having lelt the noble ſeats of Clivalry, thep liveda life 3ca- 
lotus and moſt pleafing to God, erecting many Almes⸗houſes foz poox 
people, giving thereto great wealth and trealure, t when nature had 
ended their days, they were buried in the ſame Minſter both in one 
Tomb, with like ſolemnities: ſorichlyſcrup with Pillars ol gold, that 
above all it grew the mot famous: wherenpon ſince that time was 
the old Pꝛoverb ol the Cities grown conimon to all, in theſe wozvs, 
Lincoln is, London was, York ball be.
